; 


May Cause Big Loss 


So Important Is the inGoence- ot good 


seed upon the yield of corn that the 
planting of one worthless ear to every 
acre of this crop In Ohio would reprc- 
i sent a loss of more than nine mfllion 
bosheis of corn to Ohio farmers, ac- 
cording to statistics compiled at the 
Ohio Experiment Station. 


Ohio grows about 3,790,009 acres of 


corn every year and the HOT of oae 
bad car per acre would cause a drop 
in the average yield of from 38 to 351-2 
bushels per acre.

Seed corn testing Is the only way 


that good ears may be found and poor 
iears detected. However, satisfactory 


• seed corn testing requires that 
at 


j least six kernels out of every car be 
tested ratber than a composite method 
in which a few ears are picked out of 
the bunch of corn acd a few grains 
from those ears tested. 


A simple war to test seed corn Is to 


number the ear by pinning a small 
piece of paper onto the cob of the ear, 
six kernels ar» then removed and 
placed to a marked compartment, so 
that a record may bo secured of each 
ear. 


Sometimes a sand box, pawdust box, 


or even the common "rag doll" is used. 
The rag doll consists of a piece of 
white cloth about 10 by 60 laches, 
marked into three-inch squares. Ker- 
nels from marked ears are placed in
